Sir, : 
Edueati Tam directed by the Right Hon’? 
auealieh the Governor of Bengal to submit tor 
the favorable consideration of the Supreme Go- 
yernment, the accompanying copy of a letter 
No. 569, dated the 11th ultimo, from the Council 
of Education, with enclosures. 


2. From these documents it will appear, that 
Baboo Dwarkanath ‘Tagore has munificently 
offered to take with him to England, and educate 
at his own expense, two Students of the Medical 
College, and afterwards to send them bhok to 
Bengal. This, it is calculated, will cost him not 
less than Re. 7,000 for exch Student. 


3. ‘The Officers of the Medical College, ** 
well as the Council of Education, entertam ® 
strong opinion of the advantage of thie offer, and 
no less a desire that it should be accepted and 
acted upon without delay. 
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4. Five Hindoo Students have volunteered to 
go, and are eager for preference. Two of them, 
however, destre that some provision should be 
made for their families in their absence, but the 
offers of the other three are uoconditional. It 
has not yet been determined which of the candi. 
dates shall go, in the event of the proposal being 
approved ; but in any case it is proposed that their 
College etipends should be continued during their 
residence in England. 


5. The Right Hon'ble the Governor is disposed 
to view this proposition in a very fuvorable light, 
but he hie unwilling to act in the matter without the 
full concurrence of the Government of India, the 
more especially, as jt will be necessary, in order as 
far as possible to ensure success, to provide for the 
care and superintendence of the young men by 
the appointment of a competent professional per- 
son for that purpose. 














6. Dr. Goodeve has offered his services on the 
occasion. He hue been, as the Government of India 
are well aware, a Professor in the Medical College 
from the time of its foundation; he was the first in 
India to introduce among the Natives the practice 
of dissection: he was the means of bringing about 
the establishment of a Female Hospital; and has 
himself endowed 8 Midwifery scholarship in the 
Coltege. In short, he is acknowledged to be one 
to whom the diffusion of medical and surgical 
knowledge among the people of India, is ta be 
principally attri buted. 


7. Dr. Goodeve is now suffering from illness 
occasioned by a wound received in the service of 
the College, while diysecting a dead body, and 
therefore desirous to go to England though he 
will have to give up an exteusive and lucrative 
practice in addition to his official emoluments. 
For this reason, and because he has been solicited 
to do 80 by the students themselves, among whom 
he is very popular, he offers to accompany them 
to England, to take charge of them ‘duriag their 
stay there, to superintend their education and 
whole course of life, and to bring them back again 
to their own country. Tle likewise proposes, in 
the event cf his proposal being accede! to, to take 
a third student at his own expense, and there is 
some ground for believing that a fourth will be 
provided for by subscription among parties inte- 
vested in Native Education, of whom aleo Dr, 
Goodeve will be willing to take charge. 


8. In consideration of this offer, Dr Geodeve 
asks that he may be dealt with, while absent on this 
duty, as if he were on sick leave within the limits 
of the Charter; that is, that he may be allowed 
to retain his appointment and draw half bis Stal 
allowances until his return, ‘The Ccuncil of 
Edueation strongly urge the acceptance of Dr. 
Goodeves offer, and as it is contrary to rule 
that an Officer should proceed to Englana draw- 
ing salary, except on duty, the Governor uf Ben- 
gal is anxious that the Government of Jndia 
hould give their assent to the whole measure, 
and, as a part of it, to Dr. Goodeve’s empioy- 
ment, on the terms proposed. In the opiniua uf 

is Excellency the object in view is one of the 
highest importance, and such as the Government 
may with perfect propriety encourage in the men-

Lam directed to acknowledge the 
Home Dept secgint of your letter dated. the 10th 
ultimo, forwarding a letter from the Council of 
Education, regarding an offer made by Dwai kanath 
Tagore to take with him to England, at his own ex- 
pense, two students of the Medical College, to main- 
tain them while there, and afterwards to pay their 
passage back to this country, ‘lo further tho 
objects of this tmunificent proposal, Dr. Goodeve 
has offered to accompany the students for the 
purpose of superintending and directing their 
studies, and be solicits in consideration of these 
services, to be allowed the samo privileges while 
absent in England as would by rule be allowed 
him were he to proceed, as ho otherwise intend, 
to the Cape of Good Hope, for the recovery of his 
health. 

2. ‘The Government of India accepts Dwarka- 
nath Tagore’s offer, and it remains to bo consider- 
ed by what arrangements the visit of the students 
to Europe may be rendered most productive of 
benefit to themselves, and, in its results to their 
countrymen. 


3. Itappears to be highly desirable that the 








| conduct and occupations of the Students should 


be under the control aud direction of an expe- 
rienced Medical Officer. Proceeding to Kugland 
with one sole object, that of acquiring kuowledue, 
they will need to be assisted and guided in their 
Dr. Goodeve from his long counece 
tion with the Medical College, from bis exteusive 
acquirements and experience in his profession, is 
in the highest degree qualified for such a dary — 
moreover, he is known to the Students, and they 
desire, it is stated, that he should accompany 
them. 





4. Considering therefore that no arrangement 
could be adopted mort likely to be attended with 
satisfactory results than that which hai been pro- 
posed by Dr. Goodeve, the Governor General in 
Council is ready to concede to him all the indul- 
gence which the rules of the service will warrant, 
and to recommend to the Court of Directors a 
concession in his favor of such further indulgence 
as the Government of India is not eompetent, 
without reference to that authority, to grant. Ac- 
cordingly Dr. Goodeve’s appointment will he 
available to him on his return to India, and it will 
Le recommended to the Court of Directors that 
the time not exceeding «wo years, which he may 
pasa_in Europe, be allowed to count as time 
passed in India, and as respects his allowances, 
that a &pmpensating donation be given him while 
in charge of the students. 

5. ‘The charges attendiog the Education in 
England of athird student whom Dr. Goodeva 
very liberally liad proposed to take at his own 
expense, will be defrayed by the Government of 
Todia. 

6. To Dwarkanath Tagore the best acknow- 
ledgments of the Governor General in Council are 
due. The visit to Europe. of three native stu- 
dents for the purpose’ of attending tho-v Loudon 
hospitals in which surgery is practised, will 
afford a practical proof that bis countrymeu have

2. The Committee shall ordinarily consist of 
the Secretary to the Council of Education, tha 
Secretary to the Madrasah, the Inspector of Col- 
leges and Schools, the Principals and Head- 
masters of the Hindoo and Plooghly Colleges, and 
the Professors of Jirerature and Muthematics in 
those Colleges. The Council of Education may 
add to the Committee from time to time any other 
fit persons as extraordinary’ members. “Threo 
members shall form a quorum. ‘ 

3. The regular meetings of the Committee 
shallbe held at the Hindu College once every 
three mouths; viz, upon the first Saturdays in 
January, April, July and October, at 10 4, M. 

4. Emergent Meetings ghall be held at such 
times, and for such purposes, as the Council of 
Edneation may direct, due notice of at leas: one 
week being given of every such meeting. 








5. The principal business of the Committee 
will be to examine all candidates for employment 
in the Education Department, lo ascertain the 
qualifications aud fiiness of those in the Depart- 
mont who are otherwice eligible for promotion
